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Large crowd 
attends pool 
meeting 

Crowd voices unanimous 
support of aquatic centre

Town officials held the first of two public meet¬ 
ings concerning the future of the Didsbury Aquatic 
Centre on the evening of Tuesday, April 16. 

About 200 people showed up to hear about the 
costs of the pool and voice their opinions to coun¬ 
cil regarding what they think should be done with 
the pool, according to Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“I think it was a good meeting,” said Wittal. “It 
informed people and got people engaged, and we 
definitely got some very positive feedback. 

“Anybody that I talked with afterwards seemed 
to be happy for how the meeting turned out." 

The meeting was a good step towards council 
making a decision on whether it should sup¬ 
port the pool going forward, he said, adding that 
everybody who voiced their opinion said the town 
should keep the pool, despite the costs. 

“I didn’t have anybody outright state that we 
should even explore looking at other options for 
the building...it was pretty much unanimous that 
we look at the plan to go forward with doing the 
repairs on the building,” he said. 

At the meeting, Wittal explained that council was 
holding the meeting because of discussions last 
fall during preliminary budget deliberations. 

During those deliberations, council examined 
the engineer’s report regarding what work needs to 
be done to keep the pool operating. Council asked 
whether or not residents would support the deci¬ 
sion to keep putting money into the facility. 

After explaining at the meeting what needs to be 
done, and the costs of that work - an estimated 
$1.2 to $1.3 million - council opened up the floor 
for public discussion. 

Questions front residents included whether the 
town will be hit with another repair bill five years 
down the road, to which Wittal responded that the 
engineer's report is a comprehensive renovation. 
And, barring unforseen circumstances, the renova¬ 
tions should keep the pool open for about another 
20 years, he said. 

One resident commented that the pool is an 
economic mainstay for the town, and that while 
people are here to use the pool, they often visit the 
town shops and restaurants. 

Others commented that the pool played a factor 
in their decision to move to Didsbury, and that 
it is still a selling point discussed with potential 
residents. 

“There’s a lot of social, economic, health and 
community things that tie in with that facility,” 
said Wittal. “It’s not just about the money, but we 
wanted to make sure (residents) knew what the 
money side of it was.

“And if they still then felt that all those other 
things outweigh the dollars, then we will continue 
to go forward with the strategy of fixing it and 
operating it.” 

The Didsbury pool recovers about 45 per cent 
of its costs through revenue, he noted, adding the 
average recovery across the province is 35 to 65 
per cent, with the higher recovery rates generally 
occurring in the larger urban centres. 

The next meeting will be held at the Multi- 
Purpose Room at the Didsbury Memorial Complex 
on April 30 at 4 p.m. for those who could not make 
it to the first meeting. 

Wittal said council is collecting feedback from 
residents and will be compiling that feedback after 
the second meeting to help make the decision.

Court system 
must serve 
victims

Manned by dedicated prosecutors, defenders and 
other staff, Alberta’s criminal court system deals 
with thousands and thousands of cases every year, 
from the smallest drug possession charges to high- 
profile murder cases. 

It is one of Canada’s finest court systems, rightly 
having a reputation for fairness and professional¬ 
ism. 

Yet as with all public institutions, the province’s 
court system is not without its shortcomings. And 
when those shortcomings start to cause hardship 
and grief to victims of crimes, then it’s high time to 
make changes. 

As one of the only authorities that has the power 
to make changes to the court system, the provincial 
government should be encouraged to modify things 
where and when it is needed. 

Wildrose Opposition justice critic Rob Anderson 
recently suggested a number of changes to the court 
system - suggestions that many Alberta families 
would probably be happy to see implemented. 

In particular, Anderson is calling for the following 
reforms: 

- • Automatic triggering of an 

. . outside investigation, inde- 

\ pendent of Alberta Justice, 

when cases are stayed due 
Crown 


to institutional or 
delays, in order to determine 
the causes of such delays as 
well as solutions to ensure 
such delays do not happen 
again. 

• Granting victims over 18 
years of age the right to waive 
media bans on their names if 
they choose to speak public¬ 
ly about their victimization. 

• Annually publishing the 
number of Crown stay of proceedings and with¬ 
drawals. 

• And ensuring the government “allocates ade¬ 
quate resources to ensure the Crown prosecutor’s 
office is able to effectively manage all prosecutions 
against violent offenders, especially those charged 
with sexual and other violent crimes against chil¬ 
dren.' 

Anderson’s suggested changes come, in part, in 
response to a recent Airdrie court case that col¬ 
lapsed against a man accused of longtime sexual 
assault against a local girl. 

“Due to court delays and a lack of resources 
for Crown prosecutors, the trial was thrown out, 
resulting in an eventual internal review by Alberta 
Justice," said Anderson. 

Opposition parties make it their business to call 
on the government to change legislation, proce¬ 
dures and policies, and the government is right to 
counter that it is doing the right thing for constitu¬ 
ents. 

However, in the case of the criminal court system, 
if changes are needed to better protect victims, as 
MIA Anderson claims, then the government should 
put aside politics and act for the greater public 
good. 

“I hope the government will do the right thing so 
we can close the gaps remaining in our justice sys¬ 
tem," said Anderson. 

Many Alberta families are no doubt hoping for the 
same thing. 


A couple of weeks ago some bad 
news for the Alberta Progressive 
Conservatives was made public: 
they were low on cash. Worse, 
most of their money had come 
from the deep corporate pockets 
of the oilpatch. 

Energy sector donors were 
equally generous with the 
Wildrose Party, but it also raised 
nearly $1 million from individual 
donations. The PCs collected a 
little over $150,000 that way. 

The implication was that the 
PCs have lost touch with ordinary 
Albertans who maintain sufficient 
interest in politics to support a 
party with their own money. 

Last week brought more bad 
news. An Angus Reid survey 
showed that Premier Alison 
Redford had a 29 per cent approv¬ 
al rating, down 18 points since 
December and 26 points since 
August. Her disapproval rating 
was a magnificent 66 per cent, 
and only 6 per cent were unsure if 
they disapproved or not. 

Deputy Premier Thomas 
Lukaszuk responded: “we can¬ 
not afford to be distracted by 
some polls." The premier said 
that having two-thirds of the 
population disapprove of the job 
you are doing was “par for the 
course." She was looking only to

Volunteers celebrated at Didsbury hospital

When people visit the Didsbury hospital, it’s often hard 
to miss the volunteers dressed in their red vests, sport¬ 
ing smiles and offering their assistance and company to 
patients and visitors alike. 

The Didsbury and District Health Services Auxiliary has 
been around for decades, adding an ext ra-personal touch to 
health-care services, according to Dawna Faryna, volunteer 
coordinator for Didsbury, Airdrie and Strathmore. “I feel 
that it’s one of the most important parts of our hospital 
because they’re the people that provide the cherry on top of 
all the services that are provided here,” said Faryna. 

The auxiliary provides extra support in many capacities, 
she noted, purchasing furniture, comforting patients, and 
raising money for the hospital. 

There are about 12 registered auxiliary members whose 
spouses also pitch in, she added. 

Some of the ladies have been volunteering for decades 
and were recently recognized by Alberta Health Services 
(AHS) officials with gifts commemorating their time spent 
with the group, says Faryna. 

Bessie Eckstrand has been with the auxiliary since it 
began - a total of 48 years of service. She used to come 
in with a group of people who would play music for the 
patients. 

“I used to come into all these places and I didn’t play 


very hot, but every once in a while 1 played piano," said 
Eckstrand. “I er\joy coming and seeing all the people, and 
doing what we can for them,” she added. 

Eckstrand was one of the founders of the auxiliary, noted 
Faryna. She helps with creating centrepieces, sets tables for 
the tea events hosted by the auxiliary, and is responsible for 
scrapbooking for the group, among other things. 

Shirley Thompson has lieen with the auxiliary for 33 years 
and says she does it because she ei\joys it. 

“I started here when our women’s institutes were still 
operating," says Thompson. “We used 
band in and entertain." 

She decided to stick around when 
the band disbanded, because she likes 
people and enjoys interacting with the 
seniors, she noted. 

“So I worked in the gift shop when 
we had it out by the main doors for 
years, and I played piano.” 

Thompson also used to help run 
the tuck cart, a cart with all kinds of 
candy and sweets for patients and 
their families. 

The auxiliary helped fundraise 
for recent lounge renovations in the 
hospital, and treasurer Joyce Waters 
said they raised much of the money 
through casinos, which usually run 
every three years. 

The Rosebud Health Foundation 
renovated the lounges in Unit 2, she 
noted, whereas the auxiliary did the 
lounges in Unit 1. “And we buy a lot 
of things, like the flowers for the gar¬ 
den with our other earnings from teas 
and pop machines and so forth,” said 


Waters. They run the pop and water machines, the tuck 
cart and recycled book cart, and hold a Valentine’s tea in 
February, and make some of their money from those as 
well, she added. “We also bought a bingo machine for Unit 1 
and buy toys for the little kids in the public health section.” 

Faryna explained the fundraising is for all the extra things 
not provided for in the AHS budget. 

“So the auxiliary does fundraising to allow the residents 
here at the hospital and patients to have those extra things 
like the ice cream cart and the furnishings that they’ve 
decorated this room with. They also purchase furniture for 
the rooms as well,” she said. 

Eunice Gole nursed for 22 years in the old hospital and 
has served on the auxiliary for 30. She likes dealing with 
patients and people, because she knows many of the 
patients that are in the unit, she said. 

“And I just kept volunteering ever since,” said Gold. 

She noted she er\joys the environment and is “Mrs. 
Visitor,” according to Faryna. 

Faryna added that because Didsbury is a small town, 
many of the volunteers know people in the hospital already. 

“So it’s really nice when you can come in here and share 
some experiences that you probably once had with these 
people. We actually had past auxiliary members that are 
in our facility here, so it’s nice to be able to have that visit 
with them." 

President Sharon Barefoot has worked in the health-care 
system for many years in various capacities and recently 
started volunteering with 
the auxiliary. 

“I feel that it’s impor¬ 
tant to volunteer,” said 
Barefoot. 

“My mom was also a 
patient on continuing 
care in another hospital 
and I realized then that 
they need volunteers to 
do feeding, et cetera It’s 
important to volunteer 
and I ei\joy doing it." 

Waters, who moved to 
town about 10 years ago, 
wanted to meet people 
in town so she joined the 
auxiliary. “And I was a 
teacher for 30 years in 
Calgary so I do the little 
kid tours and that sort of 
thing." 

She also works in pal- 
lative care, comforting 
patients in their times of 
need, she said. 

Faryna noted that the 
volunteers participate in flu and mammogram clinics, 
directing traffic, greeting patients, and ensuring paperwork 
is filled out properly. She added that the auxiliary always 
welcomes new volunteers and that the hospital also accepts 
many other volunteers who may be interested in different 
roles than the auxiliary fills. The hospital currently has 
about 183 registered volunteers, she said.
